Robbery of a Blind Fiddler.

Ingenious hiding places íor stolen bank 
notes were disclosed during the hearing, at 
the Circuit Court to-day, of a charge against 
Mrs. Catherine O’Brien, Aberdeen square, 
Bray, of stealing £31 10s. from a lodger, 
Mathew O'Grady, a native of Bantry. 
O'Grady is a blind fiddler, who has stayed in 
Bray for the summer season for many years 


past, 

The defendant pleaded guilty to the charge, 
and Mr, J. M. gee, solicitor, who repre- 
sented her, pleaded for leniency as; he said, 
it was her first offence, and it oceurred dur- 
ing a time of considerable personal trouble. 

Mr. A. B, Cullen, State Solicitor, said that 
the circumstances made it a particularly sad 
case. bse ag who was totally blind, hed 
been coming for many years, playing for his 
living at Bray Head. On the 6th August he 
missed his savings from a box in the prisoner’s 
house, and when the Guards investigated she 
tried to throw them off the ‘scent Wy alleging 
that she also had missed a jewel ease. - 

The jewel case was íound in. the house some 
lays later, and, making a further search, the 
Guards fourid that the defendant had used 
great ingenuity in devising hiding places to 
secrete money which she had stolen from the 
fiddlér. 

Two £5 notes were recovered from the bars 
of the iron bed in her room, two others had 
been plastered to the ceiling and whitewashed 
over, while two £5 notes and one £1 note 
had heen put into a matchbox and placed in 
a bucket of lime. 

While he did not press the case against her 
in view of her previous good character, Mr. 
Cullen said that the Superintendent had to 
complain of a large number of larcenies in 
Bray during the summer, and they were 
afraid that if she were allowed off it would 
be an encouragement to this form of crime.

Lord Muskerry’s Story 
Of Collision.

CORK, Tuesday. 

HE recent motor accident, in which 

Lord Muskerry, his niece, Miss P. Irvine, 

and Captain Harman, of Riversdale, 

North Devon, were involved, had a sequel at 

Blarney District Court to-day, when Denis 

Lehane, of Kanturk, was summoned for reck- 

less driving at Shiggera Cross on_the 19th 
September , ny . 

For the prosceution it was stated that the 
accused man, who was driving a motor lorry, 
came round a corner on the wrong side of the 
road; went to the correct side, zigzagged back 
again, and ran into Lord Muskerry’s car, 
which went on fire immediately. The flames 
spread to the lorry. ‘The vehicles were inter- 
locked, and in a short time Lord Muskerry’s 
car was completely burned out. 

Lord Muskerry, who acted with great calm, 
rescued Miss Irvine, who was unconscious, 
and Captain Harman, who sustained a broken 
leg. ‘The lorry driver luckily escaped injury. 

ei Muskerry told the Court that he 
slowed up when he saw the lorry approach 
on its wrong side. Just before the impact 
the defendant tried to gét back to his own 
side. In the collision the witness received a 
broken rib and other minor injuries. 

Captain Harman, who was supported on 
crutches, said that he was certain that Lord 
Muskerry’s car was on the correct. side and 
the lorry on the wrong side of the road. 

The defendant, giving evidence, said that 
as he neared the cross oe saw the motor. car 
coming along at a very fast speed, and 
swerved, as he thought that there was no 
other means of avoiding striking it. The 
steering wheel burst as a result of the sudden 
swerve. He had been in hospital for three 
weeks. 

The Justice said that he would have to 
convict the defendant. He had intended to 
fine hin, heavily, but, having regard to his 
circumstances, he would let him off with a 
fine of £3, and would give him two months in 
which to pay.

The Hunger-March. 


In the space of a few. weeks the hunger- 
march has become a recognised expression 
The present phase, 
apparently, began in the summer, when 
» host of American “ bonus-marchers ”” 
thronged from all parts of the United 
States in order to place their demands 
before. Congress. On this side of the 
Atlantic the marchers have been unem- 
ployed men, inspired to drastic action not 
only by their immediate hardships and 
the imminence ofa severe winter, but all 
too frequently by agitators.. During the 
last fortnight London was the scene of 
events which have been unfamiliar to her 
since the general strike of 1926. First, 
there was a demonstration of unemployed 
men, designed as a protest against the 
‘means test’’; the meeting turned co 
disorder, and the streets were cleared by 
bodies of mounted police. Last Thursday 
the hunger-marches proper began with a 
parade of 2,000 men and women to Hyde 
Park, As invariably happens, a huge 
crowd of sightseers surrounded them; 
small disturbances arose, which turned 
into general turmoil, and the result was 
something that approached the dimensions 
of a riot. Last night a march was 
arranged by malcontents to the Houses of 
Parliament. They proposed to lay their 
grievances before the Bar of the House 
for the second time

more, the Northern Government and the 
municipal authérities of Belfast are not 
wealthy. They cannot pay the scales of 
relief that are common in Great Britain, 
and the unemployed had, if not a legiti- 
mate, at least a plausible, ground . of 
complaint. It is a hard thing to be silent 
when one is hungry, and at such. times 
the agitator finds ready ears’ for his 
suggestions, The Northern 
Government acted with wisdom when it 
conceded a substantial part of their claims 
to the strikers and hunger-marchers of 
Beliast. Its task now is to ensure that 
the agitator shall. not regain power to 
create havoc in the city. é

NEW YORK, Tuesday. 


W ITH only a week to elapse before the 
United States elects its new Pre- 
sident, ‘the fight is entering upon its 
sternest phase, and promises to be one 
of the most dramatic for’ many years. 

Like a dark cloud the economic depres- 
sion lies over the country; it is the one 
absorbing topic; and from coast to coast 
statesmen, financiers and lesser men are 
debating the question of how it can be 
rg ea as well as who is responsible 
or it. 

Following President Hoover’s vigorous

flatiunist policy im his address to a great 
mass meeting at the Madison Square 
Gardens last night, Senator Glass, a for- 
mer» Democratic Secretary to the 


Federal Keserve Act, made a violent at- 
tack on President Hoover to-day. 


“NATIONAL PAWNSHOP.” 


He declared that he had converted the 
“ United States Treasury into a national 
pawnshop.’’ He also asserted that Presi- 
dent Hoover had unsuccessfully proposed 
‘inflationary proposals which would 
have rocked the foundations of our bank- 
ing system.’’ He derided the ‘‘ psycholo- 
gical poultices ” resorted to by the Pre- 
sident in the first year ot the depres- 
sion, and ridiculed the assertions that the 
slump in the United States was due to 
the War and European economic disorder. 

He denounced the Hawley-Smoot tariff 
as “moral insensibility,’’ as well as 
‘economic insanity,’ and strongly 
criticised the State Department for “ ap- 
proving ’’ proposed foreign loans. Ue 
said that the big bankers then loaded off 
on to the country banks, which were un- 
able to realise their assets and meet sub- 
sequent runs, resulting in ‘‘an era of 
bank failures unapproached by any other 
nation in the globe.”’ 

Approximately 47,000,000 persons are 
qualified to vote in the present election, 
compared with 42,000,000 in 1928, when 
the actual votes recorded were 37,000,000. 
The women’s leaders estimate that the 
women will cast 35 to 45 per cent. of 
the total. 

The Republican Party is reported offi- 
cially to have spent 1,454,179 dollars on 
the campaign between June ist and 
‘October 26th, and the Democrats 
962.208 dollars in the same period. 

President Hoover has assured Western 
producers that ' the whole silver ques- 
tion ” will be ‘* fully dealt with ” at the 
World Economic Conference late this 
year, and said that he is “ anxious to 
secure the improvement of the silver 
situation. 


REVALORISING SILVER. 


“Upoh the proposal of the Lritish

FORTY WITNESSES.

MATERNITY AND CHILD 
WELFARE CENTRE, 

The monthly meeting of the Bray Urban 
Council, Mr, P. J. Meghen presiding, was 
held yesterday. 

In view of the forthcoming inquiry into 
hospital administration, the Medical Officer 
of Health, Dr, Reverty, recommended the 
Commissioner to approach the Rathdown 
Board of Guardians and the County Wicklow 
Board of Health with a view to getting St, 
Columbcille’s Hospital extemled, so as to 
meet the requirements of North County 
Wicklow and South County Dublin. 

It was decided to ask the Local Government 
Department if any definite decision had been 
arrived at as to the use to which the hospital 
was to be devoted. 

Mr, .Meghen intimated that the new road 
in Little Bray, constructed in connection with 
the housing scheme, would be named St. 
Cronan’s road. It was proposed that the 
rents to be charged for new houses would 
be :—Three-roomed houses 4s, per week, plus 
rates; four-roomed houses 6s. per week, plus 
rates. These rents would be ls. per week 
cheaper than those charged for houses erected 
some time ago inthe same district. 

Mr. J. Metcalfe, Pearse square, Bray, was 
appointed rent collector, subject to approval 
by the Local Government Department. There 
were vight applicants, 

Mr. bas stated that in connection, with 
the Maternity and Child Welfare Centre 
which had been acquired at Qu’nsboro’ 
terrace, Bray, ne was anxious to proceed with 
the reconstruction and alteration in order that 
the valuable work of the Welfare Committee 
would not be held up. Part of the restoration 
of the building had been completed, and he 
was anxious te make the building suitable 
so that the work of.the Committee could be 
extended and the building equipped: with a 
certain number of beds so that it could be 
utilised as a small Mnaternity hospital. 

Jt could also be utilised by the County 
Medical Officer for the inspection of school 
children. 

With that object in view, he had applied 
to the Government as to whether they con- 
sidered that this work would come within the 
scope of a grant from the Hospitals’ Sweep 
Trust, He was very glad to say that the 
Government agreed with his view that this 
work came within the terms of the Trust. 
Already £500 had been expended, and it 
would take £600 or £700 additional to have 
the centre fitted up in a proper manner: He 
would apply to the authorities for a grant 
for this amount. 

Mr. Meghen expressed appreciation of the 
work of Mrs. Henry, hon, secretary of the 
Welfare Committee, and regretted that she 
was resigning from the post of hon. secretary.

“TEMPERANCE METHODS ” 
WITH HARMFUL RESULTS. 


At the weekly meeting of the Committee 
of the Licensed Grocers’ and Vintners’ Pro- 
tection Association, held in Dublin, the 
Chairman, Mr, William O’Byrné, referring to 
the leading article in the /rish Times during 
the previous week on the failure of Prohibi- 
tion in the U.8.A., said that the views 
expressed there are only what has been in 
the minds of the common people since first 
the unnatural law was passed. It was 
doomed to failure, for it cut across man’s 
natural right to eat or drink what he chose, 
but it had been a terrible experiment in 
its consequences. It had degraded the law 
of the land and had made crime fashionable. 
His reason for referring to it was that over- 
taxation of the gifts of God was almost as 
reprehensible and dangerous, at all events, 
in the case of spirits, If one man in a 
thousand may be guilty of excess that is no 
reason why the remaining 999 should be 
punished by virtually depriving them of their 
natural rights. 

At the moment the liquor tax in this 
country meant prohibition to 80 per cent. 
of the people, and it was no argument to say 


is the easiest and safest way of getting it; 
for the present taxation is so high as to 
defeat its own object from the point of view 
of revenue. The bene and spirit taxes ought 
to be reduced to half their present level.
